earliest recollections of his birth- 
place, Sauk Center, a prairie village 
of Minnesota, are woven around the 
details of the life of a country doc- 
tor. His father’s office with its smell 
of iodoform, the bulky medical 
books, the case of instruments, the 
“operating chair,” the buggy at the 
door to take “Doc Lewis” on a hurry 
call to some lonely farmhouse—all 
of these early impressions were pro- 
phetic of “Arrowsmith.” 

Nearly all of the men of Lewis 
family were physicians. His mother 
was the daughter of a doctor who 
had enlisted in the Union Army 
during the Civil War; his father’s 
brother was a country practitioner, 
and the boy’s older brother went off 
to medical school and returned for 
his holidays with fascinating addi- 
tions to his vocabulary, with stories 
of hospitals and clinics and the new 
miracles of surgery. 

No wonder that when Mr. Lewis 
began to write, the theme of a novel 
with a doctor for its hero should 
have taken possession of his mind. 
This ambition was partly satisfied 
in Dr. Kennicott of “Main Street,” 
but by the time “Babbitt” had been 
completed the idea had developed 
beyond the country doctor to a more 
significant figure, a figure qualified 
to register, at least to some extent, 
the results of the author’s own quest 
for the desirable. 

He conceived of someone with the 
background of medical school and 
routine country practice, but a man 
who would he able to reach beyond 
the horizon of the physician into the 
scientific foundations of modern 
medicine—one of the quietly heroic 
“explorers” who have the power of 
immensely affecting the issues of life 
and of death. Such a character, 
honest, fine, lovable is Dr. Martin 
Arrowsmith, hero of this new novel 
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Browsers Into Buyers

N stopping at the toilet goods de- 

partment of a large store recently, 

I found the usual congestion of 
beauty seekers. There never seem to be 
enough saleswomen to go around in such 
departments. While I was waiting my 
turn, I amused myself by watching the 
antics of two “‘well preserved” women as 
they permitted the sales girl to wave be- 
fore them corks from various bottles of 
perfume. Suddenly the girl turned to me, 
asking if she could serve me. I almost 
gasped at her apparently unpardonable 
rudeness to them, and tho nothing of a 
reformer I could not resist saying, ‘Oh, 
do finish them—I am in no_ hurry!” 
She glanced their way indifferently, and 
with a killing air of combined exasperation 
and superciliousness said, from the far cor- 
ner of her mouth, “They’re not buyers, 
they’re just smellers.” 

She seemed to epitomize the attitude of 
the average department store toward “just 
smellers,” lookers, and all their kind. The 
advertising of such stores occasionally in- 
vites customers to drop in and look over 
the display whether thinking of buying or 
not, but the attitude toward “just looking 
today” is apt to be unsympathetic. Per- 
haps the store has reason, for I have heard 
that there are women who regularly sally 
forth on such expeditions with absolutely 
no intention of buying anything, and who 
demand a good deal of attention from 
salespeople. Of course, most of us like to 
shop around and find out what the market 
affords, in as many stores as we like, when 
we contemplate making a momentous out- 


lay, but such an occupation as a deliberate: 


time-killer is beyond my comprehension. ] 
can’t imagine getting into the swirl of the 
shopping crowds without some definite 
objective. 

But when it comes to books it is differ- 
ent Different with me and, I am happy 
to note, usually different with the book- 
seller. He—or it is now so often she— 
declares in so many words that he wel- 
comes our nosing around (to carry out the 
simile) and apparently feels no rancor if 
we prove to be “just smellers.”” He prob- 
ably knows that the aroma of his wares 
is so enticing that sooner or later we will 
capitulate, and he can afford to smile and 
bide his time. As his attitude in this re- 
spect is a considerable factor in determin- 
ing the attractiveness of his shop, it per- 
haps merits a little discussion. 

A customer enters a bookstore with one 
of three purposes—he wants a particular 
book—or if the store carries side lines, 
such as cards or stationery, something 
definite in those directions. Or, he has 
decided that this is the happy day on which 
he can afford a new book, and has come 
in to make a choice on the ground. 
“Which shall it be? I look at John; 
John looked at me”—the agonizing scene 
from the old McGuffy reader becomes very 
enjoyable when books are the subject of 
the indecision. Or, thirdly, being constitu- 
tionally unable to get past a bookstore, he 
has just dropped in to browse around, with 
no idea of buying. 

The purpose of his visit determines 
what sort of reception he finds most ac- 
ceptable from the bookseller. If he is in a 
hurry and wants “A Passage to India” on 
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schedule time, he is glad to be accosted 
with an offer of service immediately upon 
entering. If he has the glad consciousness 
that he is going to open his purse before 
leaving, he does not object to pointed at- 
tention, provided the salesman releases 
him after he states his roaming proclivities. 
If he comes in merely to browse, he may 
feel some embarrassment at an offer of 
assistance, not because he feels that the 
salesman resents his purpose, but because 
he feels he is accepting a favor in handling 
the delicious-smelling, clean, new books, 
dipping here and there, reading an essay 
or a poem, free of charge in this world 
where ‘give and take’ usually go strictly 
in pairs. If he thinks in general terms he 
wonders how the bookseller can afford to 
have a lot of people come in every day, 
thumb over his books, sit in his easy chairs, 
enjoy his fireplace, even sometimes drink 
his tea, and make no remuneration there- 
for. He knows, if he stops to think, that 
the bookseller must calculate to gain in the 
long run, or “business as usual” would be 
impossible. And yet at the same time the 
browser is apt to feel just a shred of this 
feeling of obligation. 

Now if the bookseller wants him to 
feel perfectly welcome and to repeat his 
visit, he will do nothing to increase this 
feeling, and take pains to create an atmo- 
sphere of hospitality. If the customer’s 
general bearing indicates that he is merely 
a browser, it is better not to make an offer 
of service at all. I know a small book- 
store where easy chairs are drawn about a 
fireplace; where one may find, sometimes, 
especially during the quieter hours, the 
proprietress reading, along with her guests. 
She seems able miraculously to tell whether 
or not you wish attention; if she decides 
you do not, she welcomes you merely with 
a nod and smile and goes on reading. She 
is easy to speak to, if, you want to ask a 
question or make a remark; and accessible 
if the temptation to buy becomes irresist- 
ible. But you feel just as welcome if you 
stay a half hour and then stroll away 
without buying. 

Always to expect such mind-reading is 
perhaps lifting a rather high standard for 
the book salesman. He finds it easier, no 
doubt, to follow some uniform procedure 
than to trim his sails anew with every 
veering of the breeze. But I have heard 
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the proprietor of a large women’s wear 
store lay down the principle that his sales- 
women should govern their atttitude to 
customers by the desires of the latter as 
evidenced by bearing and actions. Some 
customers like a lot of ‘‘palaver” and serv- 
ice; others prefer to stroll around, look at 
goods displayed without much attention un- 
til they make up their minds. If clerks in 
such a store can be expected to apply a 
psychological test to each of their numer- 
ous customers during the day, surely it is 
not unreasonable to look for similar ability 
in book salesmen whose customers are usu- 
ally fewer in number and variety. Even if 
the policy of the store dictates the invari- 
able greeting, it should not be difficult 
thereafter, it seems to me, for the salesman 
to adapt his procedure to the individual 
case. : 

The browsing customer in the long run 
is profitable to the bookseller. To illus- 
trate: My allowance for books is somewhat 
limited; I frequently drop in at the little 
corner shop merely to see the latest arrivals. 
But on the happy occasion when I can 
afford a new book, when I select gifts for 
friends, when I order the reference or sci- 
entific book for some particular purpose or 
occasion, that little shop is the one I patron- 
ize. I have come to know them and feel 
at home there, and thither I turn when the 
time comes to buy. The larger store down 
town has a more complete stock, especially 
in standard and classical works, and some- 
times, for the latter, if time is limited, I 
resort to the big store. But their stiff aisles, 
like the stack room of a library, do not 
attract the casual visit. Their too-attentive 
clerks defeat their purpose. I heard a cus- 
tomer remark the other day that they pur- 
sued her as if fearing she would steal some- 
thing. The’ jostling crowd in the narrow 
passages are not conducive to leisurely 
choice. 

The choosing of a book is such a joy that 
we do not want it marred by any such dis- 
tractions. We do not want to be hurried; 
we want time to enjoy the bouquet and the 
full flavor. If we are buying a gift book 
we like to read a few pages, impersonating 
the friend, imagining his reactions as he 
opens the book; if, for ourselves, we like to 
prolong the delicious indecision. Perhaps 
it is not too much to say that a bookseller 
would better have too few salesmen than

too many, for a customer would rather 
wait a moment for service than to be the 
object of continuous ministration. 

I have had principally in mind in the 
foregoing discussion the treatment of the 
browser who has already contracted the 
disease. But the bookseller may do much 
to spread the infection, by his advertising, 
direct and indirect, the attractiveness and 
arrangement of his shop, the sympathetic 
treatment of newcomers. Familiarity with 
books surely leads to love for books, and 
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love for books leads to desire for posses- 
sion. And so it seems to me that it be- 
hooves the bookseller not only to welcome 
the habitual browsers, but to try to create 
more browsers. In doing so, he may not 
only promote good business, for browsers 
into buyers is a natural evolution, but he 
may have the glad consciousness that he is 
purveying an instrument of sure happiness 
to those who buy. He is a missionary, a 
philanthropist, and a friend to mankind, as 
well as a good business man. 


The Baker & Taylor Company Takes Larger 


Quarters 


HE tall building at the corner of 

Fifth Avenue and Twelfth Street 

will, from now on, be the _ head- 
quarters of the famous jobbing business of 
The Baker & Taylor Company. This 
move is being expeditiously and smoothly 
accomplished over the week-end of Janu- 
ary 24th. The two big floors on Fourth 
Avenue have been outgrown, as many 
previous locations have been outgrown, and 
this time the firm has made a very careful 
analysis of all the issues involved in the 
proper location of a 
jobbing business and ~~ 
they believe, have an- | 
swered the question | 
of location and equip- 
ment in the best pos- 
sible ~way. 

There are several 
great advantages in 
locating at 55 Fifth 
Avenue. First, Fifth 
Avenue is the best 
known address in the 
United States. One 
might almost add 
that No. 55 would 
be the easiest num- 
ber to remember on 
the Avenue. By 
whatever route one 
arrives in New 
York one immedi- 
ately gravitates to- 
ward Fifth Avenue, 
and has only to

mount a green bus to have both a sight- 
seeing trip and a very direct connection to 
any number on the street. 

The second and probably more impor- 
tant point is that Twelfth Street and 
Fifth Avenue is an ideal place for easy 
trucking facilities. Most outgoing freight 
goes toward the west, and, in the present 
condition of New York transportation, 
trucking across Broadway. or Fifth Avenue 
above Twentieth Street is a question of 
hours rather than minutes, and all such de- 
lays mean money. In- 
asmuch as the job- 
bing business must 
depend for its profits 
on the fraction of a 
cent, these delays are 
not only expensive 
but they curtail the 
efficiency of the serv- 
ice given. Below 
Fourteenth Street 
and west of Broad- 
way street congestion 
is very greatly re- 
lieved, especially as 
from Twelfth Street 
down there is the 
residential section of 
Greenwich Village 
which supplies little 
trucking and _ thus 
leaves the street open 
for the business of 
those just above. 

Another very im- 
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portant gain for the Baker & Taylor Co. 
is the obtaining of lower floors, the second, 
third and fourth, which will provide, an 
easy entrance and exit both for customers 
and for pick-up boys, and also very quick 
and short freight distances for the outgoing 
and incoming cases. It also gives an oppor- 
tunity for window signs, which will empha- 
size the name of the firm and the business 
done. 

Another gain is that of light, as this 
building faces to the southwest and is pro- 
tected to the south-west in its light by the 
First Presbyterian Church. 

Still another point that may well have 
influenced the decision is that this is one 
of the town’s well-known book centers. 
Across the street is the beautiful new struc- 
ture of the Macmillan Company, and just 
above the tall and graceful building erected 
by Ginn & Company. Longmans, Green 
& Company were the first to come to 
55 Fifth Avenue, and have one of the up- 
per floors, and in another year the Oxford 
University Press will have moved down 
to that address from Thirty-Third Street. 
Only four blocks to the south is the big 
building of the American Book Company, 
and four blocks to the north Robert M. 
McBride & Company. 

Another advantage obtained from the 
study of the problem is that of easy com- 
muting transportation for the large Baker 
& Taylor staff, as the express stops of the 
subways are at Fourteenth Street, just one 
block to the west and two blocks to the 
east, and before long another subway will 
be passing under Fourteenth Street east 
and west, this in addition to the elevated 
trains on Sixth Avenue, the Hudson Tubes 
to Jersey one block to the east, and the 
constant procession of busses directly by 
the door. 


Efficiency Problems 


With such ideal floor space for the pur- 
pose, twenty-five per cent more than was 
available on Fourth Avenue, the staff has 
had an interesting opportunity to study 
efficiency problems and the general needs 
of a wholesale book business. For this 
purpose experts on floor arrangements have 
been called in, and the whole problem of 
book handling studied and measured. 

It is especially interesting to have two 
such great book dealers as the American 
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News Company and The Baker & Taylor 
Company taking up this problem at the 
same time. This will mean that book 
wholesaling in New York will be done 
from now on under the most advantageous 
physical conditions. 

As with the News Company, the flow 
of stock in The Baker & Taylor floors will 
be from the top down. Incoming books 
will be received on the fourth floor, and 
here the main stockroom occupies the en- 
tire floor. The bins reach within a few 
inches of the ceiling, and sections and 
shelves have been worked out that are of 
the most convenient size and shape. ‘The 
aisles will radiate from a central desk, at 
which the customers’ orders will be re- 
ceived. ‘The arrangement will be such that 
the books most called for will be nearest 
the central point, thus saving steps and 
time. 


Packing and Shipping Facilities 


The third floor, the middle of the three 
occupied, will be the executive floor. Here 
will be the President and Treasurer, Her- 
bert S. Baker, the office of Vice President 
Fred R. Hood, who is also in general 
charge of buying, the business office under 
Arthur MacAuley, the big public library 
department, in charge of Glen Parker, and 
general promotion and publicity, in charge 
of M. A. Corrigan. Here also will be the 
general sales, research, and claim depart- 
ments, so grouped that the customers and 
other visitors can conduct all transactions 
without leaving the floor. There will be 
ample space allowed for sample rooms, 
with modern equipment for showing stock. 
All customers’ orders will come first to this 
third floor, and, when ready for handling, 
will go by electric dumbwaiter to the stock- 
room on the fourth floor. When as- 
sembled, the orders will go by another and 
larger electric elevator to the lowest of 
the three floors, the second from the street, 
and here will be the carefully arranged 
shipping room and immediately associated 
departments. The orders will then be 
checked, titles and editions verified, and 
will then be ready for the packers. When 
all items have been checked up, the origi- 
nal order goes back to the billing depart- 
ment on the floor above. 

No stone has been left unturned to make 
the packing and shipping facilities efficient. 
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At this point is the greatest opportunity to 
keep wholesaling expenses at the minimum. 
The question of packing tables has been 
studied, and larger ones decided upon. On 
the second floor, also, has been arranged 
a surplus stockroom, where will be kept 
large quantities of books that are in ex- 
tremely active current demand. ‘This will 
save handling on books that are going out 
in great quantities. Of course, the placing 
of the packing room on the second floor is 
to give it the easiest possible access to the 
street. 


What Is a Jobber 


The history of this business, whose 
efficiency is now a byword in the book busi- 
ness, dates back ninety-five years to begin- 
nings in Hartford, Conn., in 1830. ‘The 
first activities began when David F. Rob- 
inson and B. B. Barber established a book 
bindery, opened a bookstore and published 
historical and subscription books. The 
firm soon entered the schoolbook field, and 
“Olney’s Primer of Geography” was one 
of its first successes. “This was followed 
by ‘“Comstock’s Natural Philosophy,” 
which became so popular that it was reis- 
sued in England and Scotland, and even 
translated into German, the first success- 
ful attempt to teach physics in the public 
school. In 1834, Henry Z. Pratt was ad- 
mitted to partnership, and the business in 
schoolbooks became so dominant that an 
office was opened at 259 Pearl Street, New 
York City. Expansion of their activities 
came six years later, when the firm bought 
out the well-known publishing house of 
Robinson, Pratt, & Company and moved 
to 63 Wall Street. In 1843, Mr. Robin- 
son retired from the business, and the firm 
was changed to Pratt, Woodford & Com- 
pany, and, by 1848, the address in 4 Cort- 
landt Street had been adopted, then con- 
sidered well uptown. In this business, as 
with so many others, war caused liquida- 
tion and reorganization, and then appear 
in the organization the names of James 
S. Baker, whose son is now the head of 
the business, thus making a family connec- 
tion thru sixty years. By 1872 the firm 
name had become Mason, Baker & Pratt, 
and at the address of 9 Bond Street the 
firm became The Baker & Taylor Com- 
pany, the new partner being Nelson ‘Tay- 
lor of Norwich, Conn. Nine years later 
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the business had taken on extensive de- 
velopments, and the famous address of 
5 East Sixteenth Street had been adopted, 
which changed, in 1901 to 33 East Seven- 
teenth Street on the north side of Union 
Square, an address very well-known to a 
generation of booksellers. It was from 
here that they followed the trend north 
into the Fourth Avenue publishing center 
in I9QI5. 

In a very interesting address before the 
American Booksellers’ Association in May, 
1919, Mr. Baker took up the question of 
“What Is a Book Jobber?” and demon- 
strated, if it needed to be demonstrated, the 
extremely important place that such an 
organization takes in the distribution of 
books thru many varied types of booksell- 
ing in such a vast country as this. Mr. 
Baker then estimated that, out of 10,000 
stores in the United States that were han- 
dling books to some extent, about 75% 
traded thru jobbers. Most of these, he 
said, would find it impractical to handle 
books at all if it were not for such job- 
ber’s service, and thousands, perhaps, could 
trace their initiation into business directly 
to the jobber’s efforts. “The jobbers do not 
exist, he said, merely to purchase books 
in quantity and then sell in smaller lots, 
but have to prove their way, season after 
season, by contributing to the general pros- 
perity of those whom they serve and those 
from whom they purchase. The function 
of the. jobbers is not order-taking but sell- 
ing and promoting, and they lay particular 
stress on service, citing their economies and 
short cuts. Jobbers maintain large stocks, 
extend credit, pick up miscellaneous books, 
see that advance orders are delivered on 
time, supply foreign books, ship posters, 
make selections for those who want as- 
sorted stock, and in every way throw their 
abilities back of the small retailer. In the 
matter of selecting the initial stock for 
newcomers, jobbers are charged with no 
small responsibility. Oftentimes, the mak- 
ing of the assortment is left entirely in 
their hands, and, as they have no special 
interests to serve, they can be relied on to 
give a well-balanced assortment. Jobbers 
also are interested to see the bookstores 
adopt good business systems and energetic 
promotion, as their business can only grow 
as the new outlets supply healthy, repeat 
orders.

An Appreciation From Portland 


connected with the J. K. Gill Co., of 

Portland, Oregon, for fourteen years, 
has resigned as manager of the book depart- 
ment there and will join the staff of the 
Reilly and Lee Co., on Monday, January 
26. Mr. Hotchkiss will continue for the 
present to.make his home in Portland as 
Pacific Coast representative of his new firm, 
but he will spend several months of the 
year at the Chicago headquarters, where he 
will have an opportunity to exercise his 
knowledge, judgment and taste as well as 
his ability as an executive. 

When it became known that Mr. Hotch- 
kiss was to resign, the following editorial 
appeared in the Oregon Journal, one of 
the leading papers of Portland, Ore.: 


John Hotchkiss 

“Many regret that John Hotchkiss, long 
head of the book department at Gill’s, is 
to go to another field, with Chicago as 
headquarters. 

“He is a valuable and desirable man in 
any community. He is a business leader 
and a community builder. 

“Fle has been the inspiration, guide and 
counsellor of many an Oregon writer. He 
has been a great influence in encouraging’ 
and stimulating Oregon writers to greater 
endeavor. He has shown them incentives 
and possibilities that led them to a grow- 
ing ambition and increased achievements. 

“Tt has been a work that Oregon needed, 
and now that Mr. Hotchkiss has done it, 
is manifesting itself thru Oregon produc- 
tions in books and magazines thru the 
country. 

“Charming in personality and genial 
and intelligent in all the things that make 
a man, Mr. Hotchkiss will be missed in 
Portland.” 

Mr. Hotchkiss started his bookselling 
career years ago with John L. Boland in 
St. Louis. He joined the J. K. Gill Com- 
pany fourteen years ago and has been in 
charge of the entire book department, both 
wholesale and retail, for the major portion 
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of that time. In those fourteen years the 
space of the department has grown from 
4000 to 15,000 square feet of floor space. 
He has introduced many innovations in 
bookselling, particularly indirect advertising 
features, as for example the fostering of 
the Oregon Writers’ League; of Oregon 
Writers’ Week, the Northwest Poetry So- 
ciety and “The Poets’ Corner.” 

~ Gill’s Boys’ and Girls’ Own Bookshop 
was one of the first children’s bookshops 
in the country. This shop is now an enorm- 
ous department in itself. 

A successor will not be appointed to 
take over Mr. Hotchkiss’ duties, but in- 
stead, on his recommendation, the task 
will be divided among his associates, who 
have under his leadership been in charge 
of the various departments for some time. 
Margaret Ewing will have charge of the 
general book department on the main 
floor; Mabel Arundel Harris, the Boys’ 
and Girls’ Own Book Shop; Charles Price, 
the wholesale book department; and Jane 
Allen, the wholesale library department. 

As a further evidence of the regard in 
which John T. Hotchkiss is held in Port- 
land it is perhaps worth mentioning the 
following banquets tendered him in the 
short time since it became known he was 
to leave: A banquet given by the Oregon 
Writers’ League, a studio tea and recep- 
tion by the Northwest Poetry Society, a 
dinner by The J. K. Gill Company, a ban- 
quet by his immediate associates and an- 
other by the Masonic organization. 

Mrs. Mabel Arundel Harris perhaps 
best expressed the conception his associates 
have of him when she told the Weekly re- 
porter, “I am of course delighted with the 
advancement given me and the opportunity 
to go ahead ‘on my own,’ but I can hon- 
estly say that I would for myself rather 
have Mr. Hotchkiss remain. He says that 
we have had our training and will de- 
velop best without his supervision, but I 
say that he is such a constant source of 
inspiration we will feel a great loss.” 
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The Overproduction of Books

EWER and Better Books” is one 
of those American slogans that 
sound so well, but upon examina- 
tion mean so little. If the phrase were 
“Fewer and Better Novels,” which is what 
many people intend, there would be a good 
deal to be said for it, except that it is not 
usually the dest novels which are most 
wanted by the pub- 
lic. ‘Fewer duds 
and more best- 
sellers” is the inter- 
pretation that many 
in the book-trade 
would give, but 
that, again, would 
lead us away from 
rather than towards 
the production of 
good literature. 
What are the facts 
upon which this cry 
of over-production rests? What vast in- 
crease in output is responsible for the out- 
cry? The answer will surprise many who 
ought to know better. Fewer books were 
published during the five years ending 
December 31, 1923 (i.e., since the war 
was over), than during the five years end- 
ing December 31, 1913. ‘The statistics 
are readily available in the columns of The 
Publishers’ Circular for those who like 
figures, and I do not propose to quote 
them. The fact remains that even in 
1923—a prolific year—fewer new books 
were issued than in 1913. And this is the 
more remarkable on closer investigation, 
because the 1923 figures are swollen by the 
books on the many new subjects that have 
arisen or come to the front since 1913. 
There is the vast literature on both wire- 
less and relativity, to mention but two. 
The very diversity of the subjects in which 
people are interested helps to create the 
problems, and represents an important 
factor which those wHo call for fewer 
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books are apt to overlook. Many of us 
have never succeeded in reading a book on 
relativity from cover to cover; more have 
never attempted the feat; but is that any 
reason why those who want books on 
relativity, or any other subject under the 
sun, should not have them? 

Is it not well that anyone who feels he 
has a contribution 
to make to the com- 
mon stock of knowl- 
edge should be as 
free as possible to 
make it? That new 
ideas should be given 
full consideration? 
In a tree, is it nota 
sign of vitality that 
it sends out endless 
shoots that ulti- 
mately achieve no 
apparent purpose? 

All this brings me to the really un- 
wanted books. Most of them are published 
at the author’s expense, or ‘on commis- 
sion,” as it is generally called, and this 
accounts for the usual condemnation as a 
class of all books published on commission. 
Certain old-fashioned publishers even boast 
that they zever publish anything on com- 
mission, probably forgetting that some of 
the most distinguished authors take the 
very sensible line that they do not require 
any publisher to finance them, and prefer 
to pay the publisher for whatever services 
they do desire him to render, and to retain 
the entire profit for themselves. Many fa- 
mous and most successful books have been 
published on commission—rumor has _ it 
that Keynes’s “Economic Consequences of 
the Peace” was published under these con- 
ditions. ‘Two of the best-sellers in my 
predecessors’ list—books that have been 
selling merrily for years—were, until quite 
recently, commissioned publications. If, 
on the other hand, we attempt to confine 
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our condemnation to commission books for 
which there is no demand, I am reminded 
of Edward Carpenter’s description of his 
experience with “Towards Democracy.” 
I quote his own words from “My Days 
and Dreams.” 


“T have spoken elsewhere about the consider- 
able period of gestation and suffering which 
preceded the birth of this book; nor were 
its troubles over when it made its first ap- 
pearance in the world. The first edition, 
printed and published by John Heywood, of 
Manchester, at my own expense, fell quite 
flat. The infant showed hardly any signs 
of life. The Press ignored the book or 
jeered at it. I can only find one notice by 
a London paper of the first year of its pub- 
lication, and that is by the old sixpenny 
Graphic (of August 11, 1883,) saying—not- 
without a sort of pleasant humor—that the 
phrases are ‘suggestive of a lunatic Ollen- 
dorf, with stage directions,’ and ending up 
with the admission that ‘the book is truly 
mystic, wonderful—like nothing so much as 
a nightmare after too earnest a study of 
the Koran!’” 


Few Books of No Intrinsic Merit 


If we limit ourselves yet further and say 
that under no circumstances ought un- 
wanted novels to be published at the au- 
thor’s expense, I am bound to point out 
that the first effort of one of our greatest 
living writers of fiction was published 
under those conditions (it was under a 
pseudonym). Probably it would never 
have found a publisher under any other 
conditions, for it was very immature work, 
had no sales, and has never been reissued. 
But had it not been published, would that 
now distinguished writer have been en- 
couraged to take up authorship? 

Anyhow, I think that it is clear that we 
must not be too hasty in condemning even 
unsuccessful commission publications, if it 
is the interests of literature we have at 
heart. Furthermore, we must not over- 
look the many learned works of research 
which would never be made available for 
future students if they had to wait for a 
publisher willing to finance their publica- 
tion on their commercial merits. 

We are left with the publications which 
have no intrinsic merit, which show no 
promise, and for which there is no demand. 
Despite the very great pressure that is 
often brought to bear, such books do not 
(with very rare exceptions) appear under 
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the imprint of any of the more reputable 
publishers. They certainly are a burden 
to the overworked literary editor who has 
the task of weeding them out, but a glance 
at the publisher’s imprint will usually tell 
him all he needs to know. ‘They do not 
occupy much of the bookseller’s time or 
space because he never subscribes to them, 
but merely procures them when they are 
definitely ordered. Usually only a small 
proportion of the edition is bound up, and 
apart from the review copies, and perhaps 
forty or fifty sold to friends and relatives 
of the author, very few copies get into 
circulation. After the lapse of a year or 
two the unbound copies are pulped, or, 
more probably, used for packing up other 
publications! It is doubtful, therefore, 
whether the few hundred books of this 
kind which are published yearly really pre- 
sent any great problem, or even a problem 
at all, to anyone except literary editors and 
a few booksellers. As a method of spend- 
ing money it does not seem to me to be 
any better or worse than many others 
about which no one is unduly troubled. 
And the fact remains that whatever pro- 
visions were made to suppress this class 
of book, there would always be with us 
a few hundred people under the erroneous 
impression that their literary efforts were 
masterpieces which must be printed re- 
gardless of the consequences or cost. Often 
they are under the delusion that it is mere- 
ly due to a secret conspiracy on the part of 
publishers that their MSS. are returned! 


Problem Is Not Over-Production but 
Insufficient Sales 


There is, however, a form of over- 
production which is seldom mentioned, 
but which is in some respects much more 
serious in its consequences. If an edition 
of three thousand copies represents the 
demand there is for some book, there is 
obviously no point in printing thirty thou- 
sand, even tho the thirty thousand copies 
could each be produced infinitely more 
cheaply than would be possible were one- 
tenth that number printed. I have in mind 
one particular firm now out of business 
which recently ran thru £30,000 largely 
as the result of over-production of that 
kind. The bookselling trade would have 
been swamped had the whole of their sur- 
plus stock been flung upon the market. 
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A large proportion of it had to be pulped, 
not because it did not consist of excellent 
books—they were some of them first-rate 
and most beautifully produced—but be- 
cause the supply was altogether in excess 
of what the market could absorb. 

But the real problem, if Leonard Woolf 
will forgive me, is not over-production, but 
insufficient sales. Most people have not 
yet learned to regard books as a necessity. 
They will beg them, they will borrow 
them, they will do everything, in fact, but 
buy them. People who would be ashamed 
to cadge for anything else they wanted, 
who will unhesitatingly pay 8s. 6d. apiece 
for a dozen gramophone records, or 12s. 
6d. each for stalls at a theater, will think 
twice, if not three times, before spending 
even 5s. upon a book which will last a life- 
time. The fact that we in England do not 
spend on books—per head of population— 
anything approaching the amount spent hy 
the population of New Zealand, and that 
we have not a fraction of the booksellers, 
in proportion to our population, that New 
Zealand has, demonstrates that, despite the 
increase in demand there has been since the 
war, there is still infinite room for expan- 
sion. Book lovers would do well to ignore 
what is often idle chatter about over-pro- 
duction, and concentrate attention upon 
encouraging the new reading public that 
is growing up around us. That more and 
better books are not read we are all in a 
measure responsible. It is not the un- 
wanted books that bar the way. It is the 
lack of early training and the lack of guid- 
ance. It is often a lack of knowledge or 
an absence of realization of the infinite 
treasure, the infinite joy, to which the read- 
ing habit is an open sesame. 

It is the recognition of this aspect of 
the matter which has led American pub- 
lishers to take collective action, and has 
prompted “The Society of Bookmen’’ to 
urge upon all those associations connccted 
with the book-trade in Great Britain to 
form a joint association to explore the pos- 
sibilities of increasing the love of reading 
_ and the dissemination of books by means 
of cooperative publicity. 

But whether such an association comes 
into being or not, there is much we can 
all do as individuals, and it is difficult to 
conceive of a more profitable task we can 
set ourselves. 
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New Travelers’ Association 
Organized 


AN association has been formed, called 

the Associated Book ‘Travelers, to. 
develop and further the friendship of the 
traveling representatives of the book pub- 
lishers of America. Any man actively 
identified with the wholesale sales organi- 
zation of an American publishing house 
is eligible for membership and the immedi- 
ate response on the part of the book tray- 
elers in joining has indicated the need for 
such an organization. It is planned to 
hold at least two get-together luncheons 
and an annual banquet, at which promin- 
ent speakers have consented to attend. 
Raymond Bond of Dodd, Mead is organi- 
zation secretary for the new organization. 
and those who desire to be charter mem- 
bers are asked to send their applications to 
him. The first general meeting will be 
held in New York the last of April and 
plans for this are in charge of a com- 
mittee of five.

HE Eunice Rockwood Oberly Memo- 

rial Prize, awarded every two years for 
the best original bibliography in the field 
of agriculture:or the natural sciences, has 
been awarded to Max Meisel of New 
York for the first volume of his extensive 
“Bibliography on American Natural His- 
tory.” Vol. 1, which has been published 
by The Premier Publishing Co., Brook- 
lyn. 1924. 244p. 

Contents——An annotated bibliography 
of the publications relating to the history, 
biography and bibliography of American 
natural history and its institutions, during 
colonial times and the pioneer century, 
which have been published up to nineteen 
hundred and twenty-four; with a classified 
subject and geographic index; and a bibli- 
ography of biographies.

Progress in Publishing 


HE fifth milestone in organized 

effort to develop the American book 

distributing fields was celebrated this 
week by the National Association of Book 
Publishers by an enthusiastic meeting and 
with an attendance that made the found- 
ers of the Association appreciate how far 
the trade had gone in the short period 
since the Association’s organization. Near- 
ly seventy-five publishers attended the busi- 
ness meeting and listened with keen in- 
terest to the reports of committees, each of 
which showed that members had been will- 
ing to give generously of their time and 
enthusiasm to improve the general situa- 
tion for all who are in the publishing busi- 
ness. It was emphasized several times that 
the Association had proved that things 
could be accomplished by joint effort that 
could not possibly be done by any single 
house, and that, by pooling the wisdom and 
information of the members, the best pos- 
sible basis for constructive and progressive 
book progress could be cooperatively 
worked out. 

The coming of new means of communi- 
cation—phonograph, radio and movie—has 
done no more than stimulate the book mar- 
ket, and, with these inventions at their 
highest point of usefulness, as during 1924, 
still the book business went steadily ahead, 
and looks forward now with confidence 
and enthusiasm to the greatest and most 
prosperous year in its history as it passes 
into the twenty-fifth year of a constructive 
quarter-century. 
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‘‘Books for Every Room’’ 


ITH the new year many commun- 

ities and families thruout the coun- 

try receive bonuses, dividends, etc. 
The problem arises as to the disposal of 
these considerable sums. In some cases the 
home is redecorated, painted, new furni- 
ture bought and a freshened atmosphere 
results. Furniture houses and_ interior 
decorators submit estimates and_ plans, 
while the bookseller with an eye to “Books 
as Decoration” steps in as well. The 
January Good Housekeeping contains an 
article by Jane Guthrie on “The Decor- 
ative Value of Books.” In it are several 
good tips of use to booksellers who strive 
to sell books as decoration. It is pointed 
out that books are just as necessary to lend 
a tone to a room, however small, as wall 
paper, furniture, or rugs. Most furniture 
stores would welcome co-operation in ar- 
ranging suitable displays, showing the dec- 
orative effect of books. ‘In themselves 
books are essentially decorative,” says the 
article. “TI have often wondered why pro- 
fessional decorators spend so few words 
upon them. They explain how to arrange 
them in a library, perhaps, but shut them 
out of everywhere else.” It is for the 
bookseller as well as the decorator to sell 
the idea of books as decoration, for every 
room in the home. There is no more 
opportune time than the first of the year 
and the spring, for this purpose. 


Increasing Parcel Post Cost 


HE reports from Washington indi- 
cate that the Sterling Bill, revised by 
Senator Moses, is receiving very seri- 
ous consideration and will be fully under 
discussion in the Senate by the time this 
issue goes to print. The progress of this 
discussion began in the last session when 
a proposal for a $68,000,000 increase in 
salaries for postal employees was passed by 
the Senate and vetoed by President Cool- 
idge on the ground that it provided no sug- 
gestion of where this money was to come 
from. : 
At the opening of the new session, there 
was published a report of the Postmaster 
General, which indicated that the losses 
in the Department during the previous fis- 
cal year were $132,000,000, largely from 
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second and fourth-class matter and that 
this was partly made up by gains in the 
first-class matter of $80,000,000 supple- 
mented by some other gains, the net loss 
being about $40,000,000. ‘There was also 
brought forward a Cost Ascertainment Re- 
port, which endeavored to point out where 
the problems of the Department lay, and, 
based on this material, the Postmaster 
General suggested rate increases included 
in a bill presented to Congress the middle 
of December. These proposals provided, 
among other changes, for increases in the 
second and fourth-class matter, the items 
most under discussion. In the second-class 
matter it was estimated that the changes 
would bring about an increased revenue of 
$10,000,000, and this was obtained by rais- 
ing the rate on reading matter from 1¥/c. 
to 2c. a pound, and raising the rates on ad- 
vertising matter 2c. a pound on the first 
three zones, Ic. a pound on the next three 
zones, and the seventh and eighth zones 


staying at 9c. and 10c. The increasesin the . 


fourth-class were obtained by putting a 
service charge of 2c. per package on each 
shipment and slightly increasing the rates 
on nearby zones. 

The change in the second-class rate 
brought an avalanche of protest from the 
periodical and newspaper field, and ex- 
tended hearings were held in Washington. 
This resulted in the introduction, on Jan- 
uary 2nd, of a revised bill (S. 3674) 
sponsored by Senator Moses of New 
Hampshire, which, while leaving parcel 
post with similar revisions upward, cut the 
rates on second-class so that periodicals will 
see practically no change in the cost of 
mailing, and some will find a reduction. 
This proposal suffered some slight amend- 
ment in the bill introduced in the House 
January 8th by Representative Kelly, 
(H. R. 11444), changes of no fundamental 
feature. 


It is the Senate bill that has now been 
pressed forward for discussion, and the 
effect, as far as the book-trade is con- 
cerned, means an increased cost of mailing 
books. Publishers and users of books 
should again emphasize to those in power 
that this increase and the discrimination 
between the rates accorded to reading mat- 
ter accompanied by advertising (period- 
icals) and rates accorded to reading mat- 
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ter unaccompanied by advertising (books) 
is both unfair to the makers of books and 
unfortunate as a matter of public policy. 
The publishers and users of books have 
no such power to make their point felt as 
have the other groups, tho the Publishers’ 
Association has made strong protest at the 
hearings, but Congress represents the pub- 
lic interest, and it is to be hoped that the 
opinion of book handlers and book users 
will be sufficiently well emphasized to pre- 
vent this one-sided attitude on printed 
matter. The National Association of Book 
Publishers wired the New York senators 
and representatives as follows, from the 
Association: 


“Sterling Bill puts the weight of 
new income on parcel post bringing 
radical increase on transporting books 
which already bear far heavier cost 
than other printed matter of less edu- 
cational value. If any change is made 
on rate for books they should be classi- 
fied with magazines—as books are of 
permanent educational value.” 


More Pressure for Standardized 


Prices 
IMON L. NYE, representing the 
American Booksellers’ Association, 


was among the twenty-two official 
delegates of national trade organizations 
who paid a visit to the House Committee 
on Interstate and Foreign Commerce to 
urge the adoption of some legislation to 
eliminate the predacious price-cutter. The 
group represented such organizations as the 
National Wholesale Grocers’ Association, 
Music Industries, Chamber of Commerce, 
National Confectioners’ Association, Amer- 
ican Drug Manufacturers’ Association, 
National Association of Retail Druggists, 
American Automotive Equipment Associa- 
tion, also perfumers, hardware dealers, to- 
bacco manufacturers, etc. 


This is one of the most  representa- 
tive groups that has ever joined on this 
important crusade. ‘The tide is turn- 
ing, and better standards for American 
commerce are surely coming in spite of 
the hard fought opposition of the dealers 
who still want to use as bait the standard 
merchandise of wide distribution. 
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Annual Meeting of the National Association 
of Book Publishers 


E fifth annual meeting of the Na- 
tional Association of Book Publish- 
ers was held at the Yale Club on 

January 20th, the business meeting being 
at 11 o’clock followed by a luncheon. The 
attendance was unusually large. The mem- 
bership showed a healthy increase, and the 
members look forward to a record year 
for book publishing and distribution.

The Committee on Membership re- 
ported five new members, bringing the 
total to 62. ~ 


Major George Haven Putnam made a 
report for the Bureau of Copyright ex- 
plaining the present conditions of legisla- 
tion at Washington, including the Au- 
thors’ League Bill, whose provision for ter- 
ritorial rights on books of authors other 


than Ameican would bring so many new 
handicaps to American publishing. 

The Treasurer’s report showed that the 
Association had lived within its budget, tho 
special funds have recently been raised to 
cover attorney expense in connection with 
legislative matters, as the Association has 
had no margin in its membership fees to 
cover this important item. 

The work of the Promotion Committee 
was reported on by the chairman, J. W. 
Hiltman, who, with John Macrae and 
George H. Doran, has taken the direction 
of this important part of the Association’s 
activities. This committee worked on a 
budget of $40,000, and has carried a small 
balance into the ensuing year, for which 
even broader plans are to be developed as 
the result of the confirming success of the 
past year’s work. ‘This important report 
was received with great interest and ap- 
proval, and is, in brief, as follows: 

The mailing list now includes 2,700 
book dealers, all of whom are supplied, 
free, with posters and window display ma- 
terial. Samples of purchasable material 
for book promotion are submitted to all, 
and, as a result, 302,000 pieces of such ma- 
terial, including cards, mats, and lantern 
slides, have been sold at cost plus 10%. 
Dealers have been assisted with suggestions 
for local advertising, and have consulted 
the office with regard to sales methods, 
store management, employment problems 
and other details of the business. The 
booksellers’ confidence in the office service 
seems to be steadily increasing. 

The public libraries have kept in close 
contact with the office, and have, to a 
large extent, used Campaign suggestions 
in helping to gain a wider circulation for 
books. 695 libraries regularly use mate- 
rial, and 400 additional libraries use the 
Children’s Book Week material. A recent 
canvass of the libraries shows that book 
circulation has been increasing. thru that 
channel as well as thru the bookstore. The 
Chicago Public Library reports half a mil- 
lion increase in the last year. 
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Other civic organizations are giving the 
work encouragement. The General Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs, with a mem- 
bership of 4,000,000, prepared club pro- 
grams for Children’s Book Week, and it 
urged every community to organize a cam- 
paign for book education similar to the 
one held in Los Angeles. ‘The Division of 
‘Literature of the Federation also inaugu- 
rated a two-year program to encourage 
home libraries. All of this was done in 
cooperation with 
the Association. The 
National Congress 
of Parents and 
Teachers, with a 
650,000 member- 
ship, issued a Par- 
ents’ Book Shelf at 
the suggestion of 
the Campaign sec- 
retary and mailed it 
to members. The 
Child Welfure 
Magazine carried 
articles on the im- 
portance of books in 
the school and home 
written by Miss 
Humble. State 
branches used _ pro- 
motion material. 
The United States 
Bureau of Educa- 
tion, the National Education Association 
and the State Educational Bureaus have 
all worked in cooperation with the Asso- 
ciation’s plans for promoting the read- 
ing of books. Reading courses have been 
distributed free, based on ideas furnished 
by the committee. The office was repre- 
sented by Miss Humble at the National 
Conference on Home Education by invita- 
tion of the United States Bureau of Edu- 
cation. School boards, superintendents of 
schools as well as school teachers worked 
with the program on vacation reading, and 
publicity material was furnished them. 

_ 50,000 copies of a pamphlet on ‘““The 
Church Library” were distributed during 
the year, and the Federal Council of 
Churches has officially endorsed the Re- 
ligious Book campaign for 1925. Literary 
clubs, Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts, Camp Fire 
Girls have all shown sympathetic interest 
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and have used material and ideas. Both 
the Girl Scouts’ magazine and the Camp 
Fire Girls’ magazine have enlarged their 
book departments. The National Health 
Council, Drama League of America, Bet- 
ter Homes in America, Lend A Hand So- 
ciety have all used the promotion material 
and are in regular contact with the com- 
mittee. Arrangements were made with the 
Trans-Atlantic Passenger Conference to 
instruct its ticket agencies thruout the 
country to advise 
intending travelers 
to read in advance 
of traveling. Book- 
stores,, at the ex- 
pense of the Travel 
Conference, were 
furnished with 
highly colorful post- 
ers emphasizing the 
idea. 

Children’s Book 
Week reached the 
point of its highest 
success. It was par- 
ticipated in, accord- 


ing to the office 
records, by 6,840 
schools, 909 _ libra- 


ries, 376 clubs and 
2,815 bookstores, all 
using publicity ma- 
terial. ¢ 5; 

The entire executive work of the com- 
mittee was carried on by Marion Humble, 
assisted by Marjorie Griesser, and we can- 
not adequately express our. appreciation of 
their work. ‘The success of the promotion 
campaign is due solely to their vision and 
ability. 


Mr. Huebsch Announces Lectures

of the City of New York last spring by 
Temple Scott will be followed this year by 
a new course announced for 16 Thursdays, 
beginning February 19th, to be held by the 
same college.

Melcher with the help of many experts, in- 
cluding Mr. Scott, Cedric Crowell. ‘The 
hour will be 6.45 to 8.25 at Lexington 
Avenue and 23rd Street. 
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Business 


HE roll call, by George P. Brett, 

Jr., secretary, showed a very heavy 

majority of the houses represented 
and before the end of the business session 
seventy-five were in the room. 

President Macrae followed the roll call 
by a sympathetic reference to the great loss 
the publishing world had sustained during 
the year by the death of W. W. Appleton, 
William Thomson, W. F. Lee, and Adam 
Wagnalls. 

Harry L. Burt read the report of the 

membership committee showing eight new 
members and several in prospect. 
Major George Haven Putnam re- 
ported for the Bureau of Copyright and 
took the occasion to speak feelingly of the 
loss to the cause of copyright progress from 
the death of W. W. Appleton. He sum- 
marized the happenings of the past year 
and praised the careful drafting of the new 
Solberg Bill now before Congress, point- 
ing out at the same time that it placed all 
foreign authors, especially English, under 
very great disadvantage compared to 
American authors. In the first section of 
the bill, authors of all created work are 
assured the right to assign their work ter- 
ritorially ; further on, the foreign author is 
given promise of the same rights as the 
American; then in section 41 the power to 
make such territorial assignment of any 
work (book, music, or what not) is specifi- 
cally protected as far as American authors 
go, but foreign authors have no such privi- 
lege, and, tho such author, composer or 
artist may assign his American market, 
that American assignee will be in competi- 
tion with editions of the same work from 
continental Europe, England or Canada, 
all of which can be freely brought in either 
for use or for sale. 

The report of the Executive Secretary, 
Marion Humble, was received with ex- 
pressions of appreciation for the notable 
- accomplishments of the year. The full 
text of this report is given in this issue. 

President Macrae in a vigorous presi- 
dential address spoke of the past year as 
one of epoch-making economic progress. 
He paid high tribute to the founders of 
the Association, especially to the first presi- 
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Meeting 


dent, J. W. Hiltman, who had so wisely 
laid the general plan for Association work. 
Members, he pointed out, were able to 
have for their affairs the soundest advice 
of the most experienced minds in all 
phases of publishing because of the de- 
voted work of those who gave of their 
time and energy for the good of all. The 
Association, he said, could accomplish 
things that no single house: however, large, 
could bring about. ‘The ASociaGon must 
use the most modern methods of organiza- 
tion work to forward the growth of the 
American book-trade. Wider and better 
distribution thru close cooperation should 
be the continued program. 

Publishers must provide for the pros- 
perity of authors, said Mr. Macrae, and 
then they will find prosperity for them- 
selves. Bookselling is an older craft than 
publishing, and the day when a flippant 
publisher could refer to the bookstore as a 
cow to be milked have long passed. . In 
closing, he paid tribute to his associates 
and chairmen of committees and especially 
to Miss Humble as an executive of fine 
vision, common sense, of untiring energy 
and enthusiasm. 

J. W. Hiltman as chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Promotion read a notable report 
on the campaign work which was enthusi- 
astically received and is printed in full. 

S. A. Everitt read for Henry Hoyns the 
report on the year’s activities of the New 
Outlets Committee which had met con- 
tinuously thru the year and had an ex- 
tended record of accomplishments in start- 
ing new book accounts. 

Arthur Scribner, as chairman of the 
Ethical Problems Committee, described the 
situation at Albany where the bill of Jus- 
tice Ford proposes to make the suppression 
of books depend on indictments, based on 
single phrases in the text and proposes also 
to eliminate at the trial all testimony. 

B. W. Huebsch, for the Committee on 
Bookselling Education emphasized the pri- 
mary importance of trained intelligence in 
handling books and expressed the belief 
that measures to support such training 
were the most practical work that a Pub- 
lishers’ Association could undertake. 
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Report of the Executive Secretary 


HE Association was fortunate in 

starting its work of 1924 with a 

spirit among its fifty-seven members 
of loyal, unselfish working together in trade 
problems, of willingness to learn from each 
other in cooperative work, of realization 
that only thru central- 
ized Association effort 
could the utmost bene- 
fits of individual mem- 
bers be achieved. ‘This 
spirit was the fruit of 
three years’ growth 
under the guidance of 
the retiring president, 
Mr. Hiltman, and the 
executive secretary, Mr. 
Melcher. Committees 
under the chairmanship 
of publishers who are 
authorities in special 
fields were reappointed 
by President Macrae. 
The confidence of mem- 
bers in the Board of 
Directors and in these 
special committees has 
made possible the ex- 
panding usefulness of 
the Association. 

The work during the past year may be 
analyzed in three definite groups: 

(1) Problems connected with produc- 

tion and legislation. 

(2) Relations with booksellers, libra- 

rians, schools and other promoters 
of reading—these relations neces- 
sarily limited to promotion and 
education. 
General publicity for books, with 
the aim of building continuously a 
larger market, especially a market 
for the future. 

The two latter points will be discussed 
in detail in the reports on Promotion, on 
New Outlets and on Bookselling Train- 
ing. 


(3) 


Legislative Problems 
The Association service to members in 
production and legislative problems is con- 
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constantly growing. In the matter of il- 
legal importation of books in infringement 
of the Copyright Act, the Association’s ap- 
peals to the Treasury Department and the 
immediate response of that Department 
and of our members have resulted in more 
adequate protection by 
Collectors of the Ports. 

In May a special 
committee, Mr. H ilt- 
man, Mr. Pulsifer, and 
Mr. Mills, was ap- 
pointed to investigate 
the practice among col- 
leges of mimeographing 
portions of copyrighted 
books. It was the opin- 
ion of all our members 
that this practice should 
be stopped because of its 
illegality. The educa- 
tional press was notified 
of our action. In con- 
ducting this investiga- 
tion, it was found that 
several individuals were 
engaged in the business 
of mimeographing and 
selling for school use a 
considerable amount of 
copyrighted material. It is believed that 
this dangerous practice was effectively 
stopped by the action of several of our 
members. 

We have employed special counsel in the 
work of the Ethical Problems Committee; 
in protest before the Joint Congressional 
Committee against the postal rate bill; 
and, as in former years, in the work of the 
Copyright Bureau. By unanimous vote of 
the Board of Directors in December, it 
was decided to call upon members for a 
fund of $2,500 to be used for special coun- 
sel fees that may be necessary in 1925. It 
would appear that the Association should 
in the near future arrange to retain per- 
manent counsel for consultation as needed. 

One matter which ‘had long been of 
great annoyance to members, which has 
been straightened out during the year, was 
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the question of marking imported books, 
decided in the favor of importing publish- 
ers and in accordance with the Tariff Act, 
in a test case brought before the Board of 
General Appraisers by E. P. Dutton and 
Company in June. Books marked con- 
spicuously with the country of origin were 
declared correctly marked. 


Production Statistics 

We have taken up with the Census Bu- 
reau the need of more adequate statistics 
on book production, and hope that in the 
future the reports required from publish- 
ers will be more definitely descriptive of 
the book business. Separate figures should 
be available on book production apart from 
pamphlet publication; textbooks should be 
distinguished from general trade books. 
There should be provision for different 
types of reports from manufacturers of 
books, and from publishers who do not 
manufacture. 


Purchasing Office Supplies 

The Cooperative-Buying Department of 
the Association in charge of the business 
secretary, Mr. McGlaughlin, reports that 
40 of our members are now purchasing 
office supplies from firms with which we 
have made arrangements for discounts 
ranging from 10% to 20%. More than 
six and one-half million envelopes, one- 
quarter million mailing boxes, 1500 elec- 
tric lamps, and also office furniture and 
other supplies amounting to $50,000 worth 
have been purchased thru this service. This 
averages a saving of several hundred dol- 
lars for each member purchasing supplies 
thru this department. 


Employment Service 

Our employment service, especially ap- 
plicants for positions in publishing houses, 
often threatens to overwhelm the office. 
We have supplied 35 members with assist- 
ants for various kinds of work, clerical, 
manufacturing and shipping. 311 women 
and 223 men seeking positions have been 
interviewed. 75 men and 75 women have 
been placed in positions with our mem- 
bers; several have beer: placed in book- 
stores. 

Special Reports 

. Special studies, made. and reported to 
members, thru the monthly Bulletin, the 
Year-Round Bookselling News, and thru 
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separate pamphlets included: studies of 
economical methods of book packing and 
wrapping, city delivery methods, paper 
prices, wage scale changes, office buildings 
for publishers’ use. Lists of definite busi- 
ness building value sent to members have 
been: 

(1) Weekly list of new bookselling out- 

lets. 
(2) Lists of college bookstores. 
(3) State reading circles and officials. 


(4) National and state educational 
organizations. 
(5) Bookstores using promotion mate- 


rial. 

(6) Lists of magazines, religious, health, 
educational, general, planning use 
of our promotion features. 

(7) State councils of religious educa- 
tion. 

Several copies of the monthly Bulletin 
are sent to each member, so that those on 
the staffs of publishing houses may be in 
touch with the work of the office. 

The Year-Round Bookselling News, of 
which 8500 copies are now issued twice a 
month, has taken a definite place in the 
trade as a clearing-house of information 
about book promotion ideas, and concrete 
sales and publicity suggestions. 


Reference Service 

More and more the office is used by 
members, by booksellers and by librarians 
as a reference bureau. Every week we have 
such requests as “Please send me a list of 
editors of women’s magazines,” “a list of 
radio stations broadcasting book talks,” ‘“‘a 
manager for our new children’s book de- 
partment,” “please suggest a few speakers 
on books for our City Club,” “please send 
us suggestions for training clerks,” etc. 

The correspondence handled by our 
office in November and December amount- 
ed to over 10,000 letters and cards, thru 
which we were in direct touch with more 
than 4000 communities. 


Conferences Attended 

The Association has been represented at 
several important trade and educational 
conferences during the year. The Execu- 
tive Secretary represented the Association 
at the midwinter meeting of the American 
Library Association in Chicago last Jan- 
uary, with an exhibit of posters which re- 
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sulted in travel book exhibits in many 
libraries; she spoke at the Illinois Book- 
sellers’ Association Convention in Peoria 
in May; and was on the program of the 
meeting of Librarians of Religion and 
Theology at Saratoga Springs in July with 
a paper on “Counteracting Religious II- 
literacy.” At the request of the Subscrip- 
tion Book Publishers’ Asociation, she at- 
tended the trade submittal in Washington 
in May. This was a conference called by 
the Federal Trade Commission at which 
the Subscription Book Publishers submitted 
a statement of unfair trade practices. An 
exhibit of book promotion aids was taken 
to the Southeastern Library Association 
meeting in Asheville, N. C., in October. 

At our request Donald Bean of the 
University of Chicago Press represented 
the Association at the quadrennial meet- 
ing of the Federal Council of Churches 
in Atlanta where resolutions were adopted 
urging the churches to assist in encourag- 
ing the reading of religious books. 

The Business Secretary attended the 
annual meeting of the National Magazine 
Publishers Association at Briarcliff Manor; 
also the meeting of the Merchants Asso- 
ciation of Trunk Lines and New England 
Shippers to protest against freight rate 
increase. 

The Association work is becoming well 
known abroad. Mr. Melcher spoke on 
the Association’s work at Oxford before 
the Booksellers’ Association of Great 
Britain, and also in London before the 
Publishers’ Circle. The Canadian Pub- 
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lishers’ Section of the Toronto Board of 
Trade is planning cooperative effort based 
on our plan and has sent its secretary 
to us for consultation. The Australasian 
booksellers are using our promotion mate- 
rial for distribution in every bookstore in 
Australia and New Zealand. The Eng- 
lish book-trade has used our posters and 
ideas in the initial steps of a cooperative 
publicity campaign in England. 
Booksellers’ Co-operation 

The increasing usefulness of the Asso- 
ciation to booksellers is shown in the Pro- 
motion Report. ‘The American Book- 
sellers’ Association and individual book- 
sellers have expressed their appreciation of 
our achievements in sales promotion. 

Your secretary, at the request of the 
American Booksellers’ Association conven- 
tion committee was in charge of the round 
tables held each morning, on publicity and 
advertising, selling children’s books, on 
training clerks, and on college bookstore 
problems. 

It is impossible to express my apprecia- 
tion of the devotion of officers and commit- 
tees which have directed this work, of the 
cheerfulness and hard work of the staf€ 
which have carried it on. 

Most especially do I wish to express the 
debt of the Association to the former sec- 
retary, Mr. Melcher, the benefit of whose 
enthusiasm, long experience in the trade, 
and keen understanding of Association 
problems has been given to us as gener- 
ously and whole-heartedly as during his 
active service. 


Will Rogers and Sandburg Entertain — 
the Publishers 


? HE fifth annual luncheon of the 
Publishers’ Association proved most 
enthusiastic and enjoyable, and the 

large dining hall of the Yale Club was 

filled to capacity. ‘The program of three 
speakers was so balanced that the audience 
was in continual applause. President Mac- 
rae presided in place of Irvin Cobb, who, 
according to a telegram read, had been de- 
layed, shooting ducks in the Florida Keys. 

A letter was read from Henry Holt, dean 

of New York publishers, who emphasized 

the steady development of cooperation that 


had come about among the American pub- 
lishers, which he deemed to be a mark of 
steady progress. Mr. Rothfield, repre- 
senting Simpkin, Marshall Hamilton 
Kent & Company, was introduced as a vis- 
itor and guest of honor. 

The first speaker, Frederick Roy Mar- 
tin, General Manager of the Associated 
Press, gave a book purchaser’s as well as 
a journalist’s angle on books, saying that 
he had been a buyer for many years so that 
now he knew many of the booksellers in 
New York better than the clerks, but that 
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he was entirely unknown to the book-trade 
as he always paid cash. After reading the 
article in the January 1st Atlantic, he was 
sure that publishing had the troubles of 
other businesses and a few of its own added 
to them. It developed from his talk that 
he was living in fear of an efficiency ex- 
pert, whom he had carelessly invited to his 
office and who was now awaiting him, tho 
he himself was half an hour overdue. He 
said the expert had caught his ear by point- 
ing out that the office boy was doing cross- 
word puzzles, and, if they moved the desk 
three degrees northwest, it would throw 
it in direct line of vision of the secretary 
and save his time. Mr. Rogers explained 
later that it would have been better for 
the expert to have moved the boy’s desk 
next to the secretary’s, then they could have 
done the puzzles together in half the time. 
The expert, according to Mr. Martin, had 
looked into the matter of stationery and 
supplies of the Associated Press and had 
estimated a saving that was greater in total 
than the entire purchases of the Press in 
that line of merchandise. 

Will Rogers was the same delightful 
and wise talker that makes him the high 
favorite year after year at the Ziegfield 
Follies, and the audience was in continual 
mirth for half an hour. He felt, he said, 
a little out of place among such grand peo- 
ple, altho he was used to mixed audiences, 
having spoken recently to the corset-makers 
and now having in his pocket an invita- 
tion to speak to the faculty of Princeton 
University. He said the letter which had 
invited him to come here bore on it a long 
list of publishing firms which he supposed 
meant something to the people present, 
“but, goodness me,” said he, “those names 
don’t mean nothing to me.” For income 
he had now turned to writing ads as a new 
line of literature, the best paying kind of 
writing he had struck, and the Bull Dur- 
ham people said he knew more about their 
tobacco than they knew themselves. “If 
that ad business keeps up,” he said, “I 
don’t care if I see no publisher again.” As 
to books, he had heard from the presiding 
officer about authors’ royalties but said 
there was no publisher could skin him of 
royalties, because he knew just how many 
copies of his book he had bought. He 
bought a good many, in fact, just to get the 
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royalty on them.: As for reviews on his 
book, one had just come in from Spring- 
field, Ill. (which he read), that said that 
Will Rogers was not funny and never 
would be funny, and the only funny thing 
in the book was the pictures, and those 
were done by someone else. An audience 
of publishers, he said, looked like any other 
audience. They might be reg’lar fellers 
as far as he could see. In fact, he couldn’t 
now believe that publishers ever read all 
the highbrow books published. He said 
the complaints that prices in the Follies 
were prohibitive were perhaps justified, 
and it was only the bootleggers who took 
seats in the front row, for they could af- 
ford them, but they never had read any- 
thing except the stock market reports and 
it was really a pleasure to talk to a bunch 
of consumers again. ‘The dignified pub- 
lisher at his left, he said, had asked him 
if he had read one of his books, even offer- 
ing to send him one, but, goodness, he 
wasn’t going to be bothered with reading 
any books. ‘‘Even cross word puzzles don’t 
excite me,” he said. “I prefer to wait until 
tomorrow to be sure I’m right, but, as an 
epidemic, cross word puzzles are the great- 
est craze in America since Eskimo pie.” 
Cross word puzzles had done one thing, he 
said, they taught the American people the 
difference between horizontal and vertical, 
but, as far as that went, Long Island time 
tables had been going for years. He said 
he could not understand why New York- 
ers were always getting together and eat- 
ing. He said they liked to buy a book like 
“Main Street” with life at the Kiwanis 
Club and crossroads but all these gather- 
ings here were just Kiwanis in a taxi- 
cab. He said he knew that story about 
Irvin Cobb was right, because when he 
tried to get him to write an introduction 
to his book he was going out duck shoot- 
ing. “He’s always ducking,” he said. 
But his book wasn’t a dead loss, for he 
sold the dramatic and movie rights. 

The third person on the program was 
Carl Sandburg, who gave one of his de- 
lightful and inimitable talks on American 
folklore. He also sang, accompanied by 
his guitar, cowboy and negro folk-songs 
that he had picked up over the country. 
His singing of these songs is one of the 
consummate delights that can be met with 
by an American audience. 
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How Small Can a Book Be? 
An Exhibit of Miniature Books at the Newark Public Library 





F the many fields of collecting into 
which the fascination of books may 
lead the enthusiast, that of the 

miniature book is one that has been of con- 
tinuing interest since books were first 


made. One of the most notable showings 
in the field of such collections has just 
been made in the display cases of the Pub- 
lic Library at Newark, where the collec- 
tion of Wilbur Macey Stone, booklover 
and authority on bookplates, has been 
shown. Over 250 volumes have been on 
display, ranging in date from a small tab- 
let from the land of Abraham down to 
twentieth century productions by mechan- 
ical photographic plates issued by Bryce at 
Glasgow. It is surprising to one who 
comes fresh to this field to see how con- 
tinuously the production of miniature 
books has gone forward and how great is 
the variety of items known to the collector. 

The smallest type that has ever been set 
is the fly’s eye type, only 2 points high. 
The type in which this article is set is 
10-point, and one has only to divide by 5 
to see the problem facing the compositor 
in handling anything as small as 2-point. 
Books with smaller characters have been 
made, but these have been done by photo- 
engraved plates that were first set in larger 
size and then photographed down. ‘This 
was what was done in the case of the 
Bible issued by David Bryce. Fly’s eye 
type was to be seen in the ‘“Rochefocault 
Maxims,” issued by Didot in 1827. A 


letter of Galileo, set from this type, was 
also shown, and a 500-page Dante’s ‘“‘Di- 
vine Comedy” issued in Milan in 1878. 

Among successful recent attempts to 
market books in the small size, there have 
been Bryce’s “Shakespeare” of 1908, 985 
pages and 336 inches in height; ‘Tenny- 
son Complete,” published in 1900 by Eyre 
& Spottiswood, 1,035 pages, a book 2%4 x 2 
inches. The smallest New Testament was 
that issued by Bryce in 1895. The size 
of its cover is 34 of an inch x 5% of an 
inch. A particularly successful piece of 
merchandising was the “Koran,” printed 
by Bryce in Arabic in 1900. The books 
were in great demand among the Moslems 
during the great war. A market was 
found for over 500,000 copies. 

The famous house of William Picker- 
ing paid a good deal of attention to the 
miniature book. In 1821, it printed the 
“Tliad” and “Odyssey” from the smallest 
font of Greek type ever cut. The copies 
were bound in cloth, one of the earliest 
uses of cloth for book binding. Pickering 
used the Diamond type, and in the same 
series printed a “Horace,” “Virgil,” “Ci- 
cero,” “Petrarch” and other classics. 
Pickering also issued a set of ‘Shake- 
speare.” ‘The famous house of Didot was 
always much interested in miniature books, 
and several examples of their product 
were shown in this exhibit. The same is 
true of the great Antwerp house of 
Plantin. 
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Rock & Company of London were re- 
sponsible in the middle of the nineteenth 
century for a number of interesting exam- 
ples of miniature books, including their 
extremely tiny book on “Illustrations to 
the Holy Land” issued in 1841. About 
the same period was issued the Bijou 
almanacs, which had a great vogue but 
which are now very difficult to find. 
Almanacs thru both the eighteenth and 
nineteenth century were a favorite form of 
miniature book, and one of the most inter- 
esting examples was a French “Finger” 
almanac of 1754, a group of four leaves 
opening out upward into one large leaf 
with a monthly calendar. Of related in- 
terest to book-making was a tiny set of 
playing cards % inch across. 

Many of the books in the Stone collec- 
tion are notable examples of binding, both 
embroidered silk and handsomely tooled 
leather, and often the leather ones are 
supplied with cases, presumably to prevent 
their being too easily mislaid. A copy of 
“Petronius” is not only finely bound, but 
bears the imprint of royalty, having come 
from the personal library of Louis XIV. 

Several examples of manuscripts were 
exhibited, including Books of Hours, one 
in exquisite silver binding, and all won- 
derful examples of book-making. Still 
further evidence of the widespread interest 
in the miniature book was in the Oriental 
books shown, one item being an Oriental 
manuscript only 9/16 of an inch square. 

This exhibit was under the auspices of 
the Carteret Book Club, of which Mr. 
Stone is a member. A little booklet of 
description was made available for visitors, 
copies of which could be obtained from the 
library and will be valued by those inter- 
ested in this peculiar corner of collecting 
interest.

Good fiction, an occasional book of poetry 
and books of history are all in demand. 
Publishers are asked to lend a hand in 
helping to provide books for this purpose— 
it is possible there are suitable titles in the 
remainder lists. There are over 2,000 
ships, manned by about 200,000 sailors, 
and it is hoped to have a traveling library 
of 80 books in a substantial wooden box for 
at least every ship and three or more for 
larger vessels with larger crews, which can 
be exchanged and passed around where 
most needed. President Coolidge is hon- 
orary President of the association, John H. 
Finley is Chairman and Mrs. Rogers H. 
Bacon is Vice-Chairman of the New York 
Committee. Books for seamen can be sent 
to the National Headquarters, 32 Beaver 
Street, Room 502, New York City.

“Tt is,’ writes Mr. Shay, “without 
question the most satisfying business in the 
world. A bookseller is brought into con- 
tact with the best minds of his locality and 
into active association with the great com- 
pany of book lovers. A bookseller is so 
much of a public servant that a real good 
one might well be picked as the next presi- 
dent of the United States.” 


With regard to some of the more dra- 
matic and original efforts to increase 
the sale of books in recent years, Mr. 
Shay says: 


“Booksellers are forever seeking new 
outlets and new readers for their wares. 
The foremost of these is the traveling 
bookshop. The first venture was from 
Boston. It endured for two seasons; the 
second from New York, which lasted but a 
single season, the third also from New 
York, which pulled thru two summers. 
The most valid reason for the failure is 
that the peripatetic bookshop does not stay 
in one place long enough to become an in- 
stitution and visits places containing too 
many transients. ‘The idea is a valid one, 
and some time—and before very long, 
let us hope—it will be done right and a 
big success made of it. 





“Another development that awaits the 
proper man to make it a big success is the 
theater bookstall. As at present consti- 
tuted, these stalls handle only books that 
are listed as best sellers or as provoking 
discussion, or printed plays. However, 
the most inveterate reader when on holi- 
day or recreation does not, as a rule, pur- 
chase books.

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The ‘‘Clean Books’’ Bill at 
Albany 


"THE bill for revising the statute on 

obscene literature in the Albany Legis- 
lature, Senate Bill No. 16, will be heard 
February 3rd. It was introduced by Sena- 
tor Love of Brooklyn, as previously noted 
in the Publishers’ Weekly and was referred 
to the Committee on Codes. It is entitled 
“An Act to Amend the Penal Law in Re- 
lation to Prosecutions for the Sale and 
Circulation of Obscene and Disgusting 
Literature, Section 1141 of the Penal 
Code.” The changes are additions to 
Paragraphs 4 and 5 printed below. It will 
be seen that the principal points to be 
gained are to make it possible that prose- 
cution can be brought on individual phrases 
of a book or periodicals instead of on the 
material as a whole that witnessess will 
be eliminated, that newspapers shall not be 
included, also that the words “obscene,” 
etc., shall be construed in their ordinary 
sense. 

The new paragraph 4 reads: 

“The words ‘obscene,’ ‘lewd,’ ‘lascivious,’ 
‘filthy,’ ‘indecent,’ and ‘disgusting’ as used 
in this section shall be taken and con- 
strued with full force and effect, and each 
such word shall be taken and construed in 
its separate meaning and signification. An 
indictment, information, complaint or oth- 
er charge may be based upon the whole 
or exclusively upon any part or parts of 
any publication, or written or printed mat- 
ter. Whether the matter set out in the 
indictment, complaint, information or other 
charge offend against this section shall be 
a question of a fact to be decided by the 
trier or triers of fact and upon such ques- 
tion no opinion or expert testimony shall be 
received on any hearing, examination or 
trial under this section. It shall not be a 
necessary constituent element of the crime 
charged that the matter on which the prose- 
cution is based have a tendency to excite 
lustful or lecherous desire. 

Paragraph 3. Nothing contained in this 
section shall be deemed to impose any cen- 
sorship upon the public press, it being the 
intent of the provisions of this section to 
impose only such censorship upon books, 
magazines and all other publications as 
the public press voluntarily imposes upon 
itself.

THe THEATRE Guitp of New York 
is to have two solid seasons of Shaw plays 
at the Garrick Theatre.

During drama 
week and especially on Tuesday, the boox- 
seller is asked to recommend books on the 
drama and printed plays; to suggest to cus- 
tomers that they read a play before they 
see it; that they devote more publicity to 
the drama and theater sections of the book- 
shop; to have talks on the drama in the 
bookshop; to obtain drama book lists from 
the publishers; to put upon the shop bul- 
letin board drama articles and current 
drama notes.

Another is one of Rembrandt 
Peale’s seventy-nine portraits of Washing- 
ton. Others are a pastel by John Sharp- 
less and a minature by Robert Field. 


AN interesting collection of memorabilia 

of the presidents of the United States, 
gathered by Henry Goldsmith of this city, 
will be sold at the American Art Galleries 
January 29. The collection contains auto- 
graph letters of every president from Wash- 
ington to Coolidge, and in nearly every 
case they are written from the White 
House during the term of office. ‘There 
are also inscribed books from the libraries 
of seventeen presidents, including Wash- 
ington, Lincoln, Cleveland, Roosevelt and 
Wilson. There is also a fine series of 
first editions of Ambrose Bierce and 
Stephen Crane, with an important manu- 
script of the latter and important auto- 
graph letters of both. The catalog has 
many interesting notes and is illustrated 
with numerous facsimiles. There is no 
doubt that similar collections will be more 
often made in years to come and _ this 
catalog is worth preserving for those in- 
‘terested in this line. 


HE Bookman’s Journal raises a very 
interesting question, “What is an Orig- 
inal Manuscript?” and answers the query 
in its current issue. Its point of view is, 
we believe, correct. It says: “Questions 
of first or second or later issues of first 
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editions are always with us; but, with type- 
writers clicking out several copies of the 
same work in every author’s study, has 
not the time come to lay down what shall 
constitute an “original manuscript?” Of 
course any manuscript written or corrected 
in the hand of its author is original in one 
sense, but we mean original in the sense 
of the “first.” The problem was with us 
before the age of typewriters. There is 
usually more than one manuscript of any 
literary work; a first draft, a second draft, 
perhaps more drafts, and then the final 
manuscript—if any manuscript be ever 
final! If the first separate-printed form 
is the one given to the public, why should 
it mot be understood that the manu- 
script from which the first printed version 
was printed is the “original manuscript’’? 
The recent sale in America of the manu- 
script of Stevenson’s poem “Requiem,” 
with the words as first printed, may point 
a moral; an earlier and inferior manuscript 
version was printed only a few years ago. 
There can be no doubt here which one 
should be called the original manuscript.”
